But Carey 
is dead serious. He was little 
more than a boy just out of high 
school, in Philadelphia, (where 
he was born in 1912), when he 
was at work as an AFL or- 
ganizer. He has been jailed in 
strike rows, and has felt a black- 
jack or so on his skull. But he 
saw that intelligence could win 
the long, drawn-out fights. The 
Lord had given him a_ good 
mind. He put it to work.

Good Team 


He, George Meany and Wal- 
ter Reuther make a good team. 
The three came along in pretty 
much the same manner.

None is the 
anti-intellectual type.

Labor Movement 


Like Reuther and Meany, 
Carey does not envision a labor 
party. Carey thinks it was the 
emergence of a genuine Amer- 
ican labor movement in the 
depression thirties which, as 
much as anything else, saved 
America and its institutions 
from Fascist or Communist dam- 
ave, He urges political participa- 
tion by all union members. 

Carey’s hatred of racketeer- 
ing is deep and genuine. He 
knows it makes labor vulnerable 
to its) enemies. So, while he 
slugs away at it, he is equally 
merciless in his reply to those 
who try to make profit out of 
labor’s embarrassment.

Thrasher Has Ideas 
For Jekyls Future 


There is merit in State Auditor B. E. 
Thrasher’s suggestion that the state ini- 
tiate and finance a pilot motel project 
on Jekyll Island to attract private de- 
velopments. 

Such a move could demonstrate the 
possibilities of such projects, thus attract- 
ing private capital on long term leases 
for developing accommodations along the 
magnificent Jekyll beach for the general 
public. 

The beach area has magnificent possi- 
bilities which will not be realized until 
motel accommodations are available. One 
has only to look at such developments 
as Daytona to realize that its potential 
is enormous, limited only by its physical 
size. 

Gov. Griffin is right, too, in saying that 
the state could not develop the physical 
properties needed to realize the beach re- 
sort’s potential. The amount of funds 
involved would rule that out as well as 
would the constant political wrangling 
which would be sure to follow. 

But establishment of a pilot proj- 
ect and close supervision and guidance of 
developments along practical lines could 
lead to the island’s becoming a virtual 
paradise for Georgians. 

Development will suffer for awhile be- 
cause of the past. But with a new board 
—as divorced from political pressures as 
it is possible to attain—this can be over- 
come. 

Let the hotel and other properties re- 
main for those who wish more swank 
accommodations. At the same time, let’s 
open the way with motels for the average 
family group who desire a weekend 
or a vacation at the beach.

Naturopathy is a system of treatment 
of disease which emphasizes assisting na- 
ture.

United Europe Moves 


Closer to Realization 


It hasn’t yet made many headlines 
but what may be the biggest story to 
come out of Europe since the end of 
World War II is in the making. 


Slowly but surely Western Europe is 
moving toward economic and political 
union. Recently the heads of govern- 
ments of six countries agreed on the basic 
provisions of two treaties tending to 
merge their economies. 


One would pool their nuclear re- 
sources under a European Atomic Energy 
Commission and the other would intro- 
duce gradually over a period of 12 years 
a common market without tariffs or other 
barriers. 


The nations, France, West Germany, 
Italy, Belgium, The Netherlands and 
Luxembourg are expected to be joined 
by Great Britain in the free trade idea. 


If successful, the proposals could end 
the bitter rivalries which have plagued 
Europe for centuries. Economic: union, as 
was the case with the German Customs 
Union of the last century, could result 
eventually in political union. 


The exciting prospect of a_ strong 
Western. Europe, composed of more than 
200 million people and with vast indus- 
trial and economic resources, has been a 
U.S. objective since the end of World 
War II. It could become a real third 
force in the world and assure the region’s 
survival.

‘Flying Tigers’ Today 
Call Georgia Home Base 


Tomorrow marks the fourteenth anni- 
versary of the Fourteenth Air Force. To- 
day it is stationed at Warner Robins, 
Ga., serving the reserve units through- 
out-an important and strategic 12-state 
area of the South. 


Fourteen years ago, the story was dif- 
ferent. March 10, 1943, the organization 
was activated as the numbered Air Force 
whose name is still bears. It occurred 
in Kunming, China, in a formal cere- 
mony which changed the fighting men of 
the China Air Task Force into a major 
unit of the U.S. Air Force. 


The outfit grew out of the volunteer 
“Flying Tigers,” commanded by Maj. 
Gen. Claire Chennault. It was composed 
of a band of U.S. Army, Navy and Marine 
Corps pilots and technicians who fought 
with the Chinese against Japan in the 
years before Pearl Harbor. Their heroic 
achievements made them one of the most 
famous outfits to participate in World 
War II. 

Deactivated after the war ended, the 
Fourteenth was reorganized in May, 1946, 
at Orlando, Fla. It was moved to Robins 
Air Force in Macon in 1949 and made 
responsible for the training of Air Force 
Reserve and inspection of Air National 
Guard units in 12 Southern states. It has 
become an integral part of the defense 
setup of the region. 

Four of its six commanders have been 
Southerners and three of them Georgians. 
Its present commander, Maj. Gen. George 
Finch, is from Atlanta. 

Georgia is proud to be home base 
of this famous Air Force. We commend 
all the splendid people who today make 
up its personnel, including the volunteer 
reserve units scattered throughout the 
region. May its usefulness and achieve- 
ments continue to bring credit upon the 
state, the South and the nation!

Successful Bosses 


Play on the Team 


The othet day on the plane down to Miami 
my good friend Arthur A. Kempton, a prominent 
insurance executive, and I spent some time discuss- 


ing why some men succeed in life and why others fail. Out of his brief 
case he took a sheet on which was written ‘“‘Ten Basic Rules For Hu- 
man Relations in Industry.” He spends his time dealing with top ex- 
ecutives in various industries and he says the successful ones observe 


these 10 rules. 

While these are rules for ‘“‘the 
boss,”’ they apply to all of us. Let’s 
look at them: 

(1) Re-acquire the art of kindli- 
ness and ‘persuasion. Kindliness is 
an attribute of the strong execu- 
tive’ 

(2) Put consideration for human 
dignity higher than pay, promo- 
tion or working conditions. 

(3) If you are a supervisor, 
keep circulating. Ivory towers tend 
to breed suspicion. 

(4) Get rid of “‘double standards 
of behavior’’—one fon, employes, 
one for management. 

(5) Preface a request to subordi- 
nates with “please.’”’ Proper words 
and actions inspire confidence. 

(6) Don’t take yourself tod seri- 
ously. 

(7) Give credit where credit is 
cue. If you must get someone 
told, don’t do it in front of others. 

(8) Don’t be afraid to make 
changes. Something done in a par- 
ticular way without change for 
many years may be a sign it is 
being done wrong. 

(9) In handling grievafices, let

the employe tell his full story with- 
out interruption. 

(10) Learn how to listen. The 
occupational disease of executives 
is inability to listen. 

As I study over those 10 rules 
they seem to say that the success- 
ful executive today is a man who 
kas put away his “big stick.” 
He is genuinely interested in peo- 
ple as people and seeks to know 
and be a friend of those with 
whom he works. He seeks to set 
an example by his own attitudes 
and actions, respects the dignity 
of other men and is not “‘stuck up” 
or conceited because he happens 
to be in a position of authority. 

A successful executive realizes 
there is enough credit for all to 
share it. He is ever seeking new 
ways to do things better. He real- 
izes that the idea of others may 
have merit and deserve a hearing. 

In short, the successful execu- 
tive in today’s world is a man 
who is seeking to play on the team 
rather than trying to be king and 
expecting all others to be his 
subjects. 


"58 Elections Aren't -

WASHINGTON—A report on the attitudes and 
votes of a nationwide sample of 2,000 adults, pre- 
pared by the University of Michigan Research 


Center, yields some fresh political insight. Much of the evidence which 
comes from this poll begins to call into question one of the most com- 
mon interpretations of the 1956 election. 


That interpretation was that if 
the Republicans couldn’t win Con- 
gress when the country was giv- 
ing more than a nine-million ma- 
jority to President Eisenhower, 
they haven’t a pinball gambler’s 
chance of regaining Congress next 
year when Eisenhower will not be 
on the ticket. 


This is the familiar post-1956 
thesis. It is an obvious one and I 
do not lightly put it aside, particu- 
larly when you bear in mind that 
in 1958 there will be only 11 Dem- 
ocratic Senate seats at stake com- 
pared with 21 Republican Senate 
seats—and a higher percentage of 
Republican seats will be in doubt- 
ful territory. 

But this Michigan University 
study adds new insight into the 
behavior of the voters last fall. It 
underlines these facts: 

That the trend is 
bloc voting. 

That the electorate in every part 
of the country is more malleable 
than it has been in many years. 

That, while voters identifying 
themselves as Democrats continue 
to outnumber Republicans by more 
than 3-to-2, a 2-to-1 majority feels 
that the Republican Party more 
closely reflects their views on for- 
eign policy. 

This last point seems to me par- 
ticularly significant.

“I hope we will not be pre- 
vented from continuing to pre- 
sent our Wednesday and Friday 
night fights which have proved 
such popular radio and TV at- 
tractions,’’ Norris, in the Carib- 
bean on a business trip, said 
through his New York office. 

Today’s decision, handed 
down by dudge Sylvester J. 
Ryan, was the second in the 
past two weeks hitting at the 
anti-trust aspects of a major 


sport. 

On Feb. 25, the Supreme Court 
ruled by a vote of 6-3 that pro- 
fessional football is subject to 
federal anti-trust laws. At that 
time both the majority and the 
dissenters questioned whether or- 
ganized baseball should not be 
put in the same class. 

Twice in the past—in 1922 and 
1953—the nation’s high court has 
held that baseball was a personal 
effort and not a trust within the 
meaning of the law. 

Judge Ryan said the govern- 
ment may file proposed decrees 
in the boxing case within 30 
days after which hearings will 
beheld to determine a final 
court order. 

How the government might try 
to eurtail the IBC to bring it 
within anti-trust laws is purely 
spegulative. 

Measures might be taken to 
foreé the IBC to relinquish some 
of the big arenas it now controls, 
to break the organization's ex- 
clusive contract arrangement with 
fighters and to give up one of 
the two major television contracts 
it now holds for boxing shows. 

At the same time it will be 
possible for the IBC to make an 
appeal first to the Court of Ap- 
peals and then to the Supreme 
Court. Norris, in his statement, 
hinted this might be done.

New Techniques in Horticulture 


By MARY HUTCHERSON 


ATHENS, March 8—Gardeners can find new 
and unusual uses for just about everything. 

Take plastic film and aluminum foil. Once 
strictly the mainstay of a well-run kitchen, 
they’re now headed for the garden. 

Dr. Dale V. Sweet, assistant horticulturist at 
the University of Georgia, speaking to some 150 
garden clubbers at the 22nd annual garden 
school, explained how horticultural techniques 
now used at the college experiment station can 
be applied to small-scale gardening. 


CUTTINGS 


Concentrating his talk on rooting cuttings, 
Dr. Sweet showed the amateur gardeners how 
plastics can prove to be a staunch ally. For 
instance, with a few pieces of wood, aluminum 
paint, screen wire and plastic film, the gardener 
can construct his own humidifier in which cut- 
tings can get the proper amount of moisture 
and light necessary for the development of 
healthy roots. 

Or if the gardener prefers, he can wrap the 
cuttings in sphagnum moss, sack the moss in a 
square of plastic, and allow the cutting to re- 
pose on the window sill until a husky network 
of roots appears. 

For the grower who’s ever short of flower 
pots, Dr. Sweet showed, with a few twists of the 
wrist, how a square of aluminum foil can be 
transformed into a sturdy flower pot. These, 
filled with peat or washed sand, serve admirably 
as rooting pots for cuttings. 

OTHER SPEAKERS 

Presented by the College of Agriculture and 
sponsored by the Garden Club of Georgia, the 
garden school, meeting on the university campus 
for the first time since 1941, featured a number 
of other speakers in the day-long program. 


Dr. Joseph E. Howland, former garden editor 


of House Beautiful and now editor of the publi- 
cation Lawn Care, discussed the role of the 
garden club in the community. | 

Garden clubs should, first of all, provide ‘‘in- 


.. Spiration” for the whole community, Dr. How- 
: land said. They should work to train young peo- 
s 


ple to know about plants, even the ones with 
“‘unpronounceable names.”’ 

The clubs, he continued, can serve by taking 
an interest in helping new homeowners with 
their gardening problems, offering guidance to 
the community in planning parks and schools, 
and sponsoring a local design school for home- 
owners. 


Brooks E. Wigginton, professor of landscape 
architecture at the university, dealt with some 
basic principles of landscape design. 

The creation of a garden, he said, must be- 
gin with the establishment of a strong, clearly 
defined form that serves as the backbone of the 
garden. Then comes surfacing which includes 
paving, lawns and establishing slopes and 
grades. And finally, embellishment. 

A talk on ‘‘Putting Gardens Back Into Gar- 
den Clubs’’ by Mrs. French Craddock of Sy- 
lacauga, Ala., corresponding secretary of the 
National Council of State Garden Clubs, wound 
up the morning session. 


GOOD FOR TIRED MINDS 


‘‘Gardening,”’ she pointed out, ‘ministers to 
tired minds. It benefits us physically and men- 
tally.”’ 

In an age characterized by futility, working 
with the soil brings the gardener into contact 
with steadfastness. And, she added, ‘‘almost any 
sorrow is more bearable in a garden where 
sadness may be sublimated in the creation of 
beauty.”’ 

During the afternoon meeting, Thomas G. 
Williams, landscape architect of the Agricultural 
Extension Service, presented an illustrated talk 
on ‘‘Study Groups of Landscape Design.”

Spring Suits 
Call for 
Slim Hips 


By IDA JEAN KAIN 

Spring suits are young, with 
little jackets curving just to 
the. top of the hipbones. The 
skirts, slim as slivers, call for 
callipygiam hips. That’s an in- 
triguing word, callipygian, and 
it fits the shapely picture re- 


quired by spring fashions. 


If excess weight also figures 
in the hip measurement, then 
calorie cutting is necessary, 
too. In short, with overweight, 
you must diet as well as swing 
into exercises to slim the hips 
in a hurry. Today’s exercises 
bring fast results. | 


HANDS UNDER CHIN 

Position: Lying face down, 
hands folded under chin, legs 
straight down, 

Movement: Lift legs just 
slightly off floor, then separate 
legs widely, touching toes to 
far sides, and bring legs togeth- 
er again for eight counts. With 
a bit of practice you'll hit the 
rhythm, but don’t slide feet. 
The aim is to use those but- 
tocks muscles to raise the legs 
off floor, separate the legs and 
bring them back to position. 
Keep knees straight. 

To progress with this exer- 
cise, starting from the same 
position, tighten the buttocks 
muscles and hold as you swing 


both legs together to one side, 
touching toes to floor, then 
swing to other side. Alternating 
sides, continue eight counts. 


VARY EXERCISE 


In an exercise routine, it is 
always helpful to vary the ex- 
ercises so as to use different 
sets of muscles. The following 
exercise reaches thigh and hip 
muscles. 


Position: Lying on left side, 
head on arm, legs straight 
down. Have palm of hand 
braced on floor in front of 
chest, and lean slightly for- 
ward. 

Movement: Circle with right 
leg, making wide circles, point- 
ing with the heel. Circle eight 
times in one direction, then 
eight times in the opposite di- 
rection. Change sides and fol- 
low through circling with the 
left leg. Always lead with heel. 

This slimming program will 
tone the hip muscles and take 
inches off the hips.
